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Morning dew ? No ſooner is the Sacra- 
ment over but they betake. themſelves 
afreſh to their old courſe. of Life; their 
Love to God becomes as Lukewarm as 
ever, their Hearts as deſtitute of the 
Fear of God, their thoughts as World- 
ly, Carnal, and finful as ever,their words 
as upſavory, their. Converſationas lewd. 


_ 45 ever before. 


I need not be at much trouble for the 
proof of this; for I doubt not but the. 
greateſt part of them, into whoſe 
hands theſe may come will, to their ſad- 
experience,aſlent to the Truth thereof. 
And therefore I ſhall briefly hint art 
{orne of the ſpecial cauſes thereof, to 
the end that when you again go about 
this ſolemn duty, you. may beware of 
them, and may for the future make 
more Conſcience in going about ir, not 
onely in preparing your ſelves for 
egtertaining the Bridegroom of your. 
Souls, but alſo in labouring to retain 
him when entertained. 

The Firſt cauſe of, this ſad Apoſtacy 
is that evil one, who as he 1s an obſtinate 
hater of God, ſo he is of his Image. He. 
is the great Adverſary of Mans Salvation. 
He cannot endure to ſee loſt Man feek- 
ing after the means of his Recovery, 
and Salvation by Jeſus Chriſt. Now this.

Bleſſed Sacrament is one of the moſt 


exce!lent means for attaining thereof : 
And therefore Satan uſes all his craft 


from participating in this Bleſſed Sa- 
crament ,, or to keep them art leaſt 
from, reaping any advantage thereby, 
by -hindring them from a due Examina- 
tion of themſelves before it, or from 
that due Reſignation of themſelves, or 
their luſts in it; or by tempting thenr'%9 
a neglect of the-means that are neceilary 
for the keeping of their hearts in a due 
frame towards God. And. hence it is 
that our Bleſſed Saviour, after that he 
had diſpenſed this-Sacrament to his .Di{- 
ciples, gaye them this exhortation, Warch

A Second cauſe is, the hankering 
that is in moſt to ſome beloved Luft. - 
Many would willingly come to Chriſt 
and partake of his Benefits, but they 
cannot endure to do ſuch violence to the 
fleſh as the Goſpel requires; they would 
part with a great many groflſer Enormi- 
ties, but they have always a regard to 
{ome particular beloved Luſt, and are 
ready to lay with Naaman, the Lord par- 
aon.me in this.

{1de. And hence it comes to pals thar,

A Third cauſe may be our leaning too 
- F much to our own ſtrength in our Vows 
; and Promiſes we make to God there- | 
= in; and therefore God in his Juſtice may 
ſuffer us to be led aſide by ſome Temp- 
tation or other, to the end that we may 
be made ſenſible of our weakneſs and 
inſufficiency to perform the leaſt good 
action, and ſO may depend more upon 
God, and make more frequent and earn- 
eſt Addreſles to the Throne of lis Grace, 
that he may enable us according to the 
Power of his might both to will and to 
do.Several other cauſes might be named, 
but if a Chriſtian make it the buſineſs of 
his Soul to prevent theſe, he may in the 
end have caule to rejoice, and at laſt 
find that his labour is not in vain in the 
" Lord, -- 5 Firſt

neſs in earne{t;and to raiſe in you Prejudi- 
ces againſt: Holineſs. They are not a ſew, 
and may eaiily be foun1 out by a watch- 
fal Chriſtian, by their oppoſition to the 
DiRates of true Religion. When you 
find ſuch motions in you,quell them, and 
betake your (eives to earneſt ſ{upplicati- 
on, that God may faraith you. with al 
Spiritual Armour: that ye may be able 
to reſiſt all the fiery darts of the Devil. 
Secondly, Be lure that in reſ1gning your 


ſelves to God, ye have reipect to no- 


Particular Idol in your hearts, but make 
a- fall and entire Reſignation of your 


ſelves to him : That henceforth ye may 


no longer follow the di&ates of the fleth, 
no longer have a reſpect to any ſin, but 
an univerſal hatred and deteſtation of 
all ſin, and renunciation- of it, tho ne- 
ver {o dear to your 
Thirdly,- Let all your Vorys and pro- 
miles be made in his ſtrength, and with- 
al humbly pray to him,that he may give 
you grace to continue faithful in your 
Vows. Ufe a!l-Diligence to -work out 
your Salvation, continuing inſtant in the 
duties of Religion; and as ye find your 
ouls 


-he makes uſe of * 
to divert you from gan about God!i- 
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The I ntredudtion. oF 
Souls to grow dull in one duty apply your 
ſelves to another, that ſ6 by changing 
your duties your Souls may be kept live- 
ly and vigorous, and may not- weary, 
which they would be ready to do if ye 
kept conſtantly at one. 

But in regard that inſiſting much in 
Dire&ions is not ſo prevalent with Peo- 
ple, as ſetting down ſeveral -Forms of 
Religious Duries,this Manual ſhall mani- 
ly conſiſt of theſe ; not forgetting in the 
mean while ſome neceſliry Directions 
for the keeping up a Courſe of Godlineſs 
in your Souls.
